MATE BOTSAI 
MUST ANSWER. 


John McKenzie Procures a War- 
rant for His Assailant. 


SUES THE BOAT FOR DAMAGES 


The Shooting Was Done in the Cabin 
Breakfasting. 


John McKenzie, the colored waiter, who 
was shot by Mate Botsai on the steamer 
Mary Morton Sunday morning, accompanied 
& Post-Dispatch reporter to the United 
States District Attorney’s office Friday and 
swore to information charging Botsai with 
assault to kill. Chief Deputy Anthony is- 


sued the warrant at once and a United 
States Marshal was dispatched to serve 
the papers on Botsal before the Mary Mor- 
ton pulled out for her Friday trip. 

McKenzie’s escape from being murdered 
was miraculous. According to his story he 
can produce witnesses to prove that Botsai 
came upstairs after him, revolver in hand, 
with the deliberate intention of shooting 
him full of holes. He might have succeeded 
if McKenzie had not dodged behind the 
women and children eating breakfast in 
the cabin, where the shooting occurred. 

McKenzie was waiting on the officers’ 
table. The steward had given orders that 
as the boat was overcrowded the ¢rew 
should not be served until the guests had 
been waited on. Botsai’s prospective broth- 
er-in-law came fo the table and demanded 
that he be served. hen McKenzie re- 
fused to wait on him he rushed downstairs 
to complain to Botsai. 

Several people saw Botsai rush up to the 
cabin, revolver in hand. When he reached 
McKenzie he struck at him with the gun. 
The negro dodged behind a group of ladies, 
who sprang to their feet screaming. Botsai 
pursued him and sent three bullets after him 
as he ran down the stairs. The second shot 
struck McKenzie in the abdomen, inflicting 
a painful flesh wound. The shooting cre- 
ated intense excitement, as it was witnessed 
by numbers of ladies and children break- 
fasting in the cabin. 

McKenzie has the names of the crew who 
witnessed the shooting, but as he was put 
off the boat on the Illinois shore he could 
not get the names of any white passengers, 
and would be eee if they would inform 
United States Attorney Clopton and help 
him prosecute the brutal mate. 

McKenzie has also instituted civil proceed- 
ings In admiralty for $4,000 damages against 
the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Independent 
Packet Co., owners of the steamer Mary 
Morton, on ‘which the assault occurred. 

The warrant for Botsal was served at 
once and the prisoner taken before United 
States Commissioner Gray.

Patrick J. Woodlock, whilom confidential 
aide to Ed Butler in the Nineteenth Ward, 
is a member of the.Grand-jury charged, 
among other things, with the investigation 
of the April election. Woodlock is. at 
outs“ with Manipulator Butler. 

He is something of a manipulator him- 
self, as was shown in the municipal elec- 
tion of 1887, when John Egan was nomi- 
nated on the “straight” Democratic tick- 
et by Woodlock, against the wishes of an 
overwhelming majority of the Democrats 
of the ward. Woodlock was, at the same 
time and by the same vote, elected to the 
Democratic City Committee for the ward, 
strictly in Butlers interest. What the 
people of the ward thought of the 
“straight” ticket was shown when they got 
a chance at Egan for the House of Dele- 
gates. 3 204 votes, against 539 
for John Clark, Independent Democrat; 333 
for Louis Stutz, Republican, and 155 for 
J. B. Williams, Union Labor. 

The frauds perpetrated on behalf of the 
‘“‘straight’’ Democratic ticket in the ward 
at the primary election were so glaring 
that there was an almwst unanimous de- 
mand on the part of fair-minded Demo- 
crats that Woodlock resign from the com- 
mittee. But nothing was done and Wood- 
lock remained in the committee until 
he fell out with and was retired by Ed 
Butler. 

Now he is on the Grand-jury, and doubt- 
less has much valuable information at his 
command concerning the operations of the 
Butler gang, but so far he has turned up 
nothing. 


JEFFERSON CLUB. 


Organization in an Encouraging Con- 
dition and Gaining in Numbers. 

Twenty-seven applications for membership 
were received by the Jefferson Club Thurs- 
day night. 

The expediency of renting the club’s as- 
sembly hall to bodies of a political charac- 
ter, in view of the application of the Sound 
Money * for its use, was generally dis- 
cused, and finally referred to a committee of 
one, to be appointed by the President, with 
full power to act. 

The Committee on Information and Pub- 
lication was instructed to procure a full line’ 
of magazines and periodicals for the read- 
ing room. The Post-Dispatch is the only 
daily paper that has been regularly sub- 
scribed for to be placed in the reading room. 

The Committee on House Furnishing re- 
ported, showing an expenditure of $1,310 for 
that purpose. The club finances were 
shown to be in excellent shape. 

The subject of permitting the sale of re- 
freshments in the smoking room and billiard 
room of the clubhouse caused a protracted 
debate, but it was decided to permit bottled 
beer only to be sold under strict regulations. 
Non-intoxicating beverages will also be dis- 
pensed. The ground on which the action 
was taken was that this privilege was a 
part of the social features of the club, which 
had been recognized by all politico-social 
clubs in the country, and made necessary by 
the competing attractions of saloons, whose 
worst influences in politics it is the object of 
the club to counteract. . 


Randall Will Suit Himself. 


Building Commissioner Randall is not dis- 
turbed by alleged complaints of organized 
labor that union men are not recegnized 
in his appointments. Fred Swain has as- 
sured him the talk is only gossip.

The shortage in wheat will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 260,000 bushels. e weighers are 
through with their work, and the books are 
now being gone over to check out possible 
clerical errors in figuring the balances and 
shor es in the elevator. 

On Change the allegation is made that 
the shortage came about through the con- 
nivance of some of the directors of the com- 
| pany in this way: On every car coming in 
| or going out of the elevators a toll of five 
| to six bushels has been taken off. This toll, 
when the wheat is in good condition, results 
in a large surplus of grain over the amount 
for which warehouse receipts are given. 
It has been usual to anticipate that on a 


certain amount of wheat handled the sur- 
plus will amount to a certain number of 
bushels. With the full knowledge of the 
directors this anticipated surplus, it is said, 
has been sold through a certain commission 
firm, the head of which is a director in the 
‘elevator company. The crop of 1893 was not 
of the best, and that of 1894 was almost as 
bad. Frequent turning and blowing was 
found necessary, and the expected surplus 
grew less every time the grain was handled. 
When the day of reckoning came, instead of 
having realized on the sale of 500, 000 bushels 
of wheat made by taking tolls, the directors 
and officers found themselves confronted 
with the problem of replacing at high prices 
half that amount of wheat belonging to 
others. 

The peculiar methods of management 
practiced in the elevator company’s affairs 
are shown by the fact that in many cases 
the commission firm referred to was per- 
| mitted to issue orders on the company for 
the delivery of wheat. On these orders the 
best grade of wheat was always delivered, 

while the regular order from the office to 
1 was made to read “elevator 

stock.“ 

The elevator stock was obtained in an 
equally peculiar manner. It has been the 
custom of the company to buy up all the 
low-grade wheat to be had, No. 4 rejected 
and no grade. These grades were handled‘ 
in the elevators until the grade was brought 
up somewhat, and then on legitimate orders 
this grain was mixed with the No. 2 and 
No. 3, leaving the surplus belonging to the 
elevator company of the best grade. 

The claim made by the officers of the 
elevator company that the elevators have 
not been weighed up for six years is pro- 
nounced false. It has been the custom at 
regular intervals to send to the superintend- 
ents a Memorandum of the amount of grain 
for which receipts on their elevators were 
out, with a request that the figures be veri- 
fled by actual weights. The superintendents 
then proceeded to weigh up their stocks of 
grain and turned in the actual weights. 

It has been claimed by officers of the com- 
pany that at least twenty persons have been 
arrested for pilfering grain from the eleva- 
tors, the inference being held out that they 
were all employes. As a matter of fact but 
one employe has been charged with stealing, 
the arrested parties being petty pilferers, 
who took grain from cars before it was 
weighed into the elevators. This was not a 
loss to the elevator company, but fell on the 
farmers or the railroads. 

The verification of elevator weights was 
also accomplished in another way. It has 
been the custom at the beginning of the sea- 
son to fill all houses to their capacity. All 
orders for the delivery of grain were then 
sent to single houses until one house was 
emptied. No grain was sent to that house 
until it was emptied, the later arrivals being 
sent to other houses. By this method any 
shortage in single elevators would have been 
discovered at once. 

The mixing of grades has been common 

ractice and has left the surplusage, or tol- 
age, belonging to the company, all of the 
best grade. his mixing is contrary to the 
law, but for some unknown reason has ap- 
parently never been discovered by the State 
grain inspectors on either side of the river. 

It*is stated that the St. Louis Elevator is 
full of weevil, which proved such an evil as 
to necessitate the putting in of fans. This 
pest is said to have had much to do with 
the present shortage. It is also said that if 
there is a shortage in wheat there must also 
be one in other grain as well.

Guayaquil, Haba, Esmeraldas and Manta 
Are in their Hands. 


NEW YORK, June 7.—A special to the 
Herald from Panama, Colombia, says ad- 
vices received from Guayaquil, Ecuador, 
are that the Government possessions are 
now reduced to the provinces of Pichincha, 
Canar, Azuay and Loje, the other eleven 
being almost completely in the hands of 
the revolutionists. The four principal places, 
Guayaquil, Haba, Esmeraldas and Manta, 
are also held. by the insurgents, and the 
interior provinces will be compelled to sur- 
render, although it is thought that by the 
ald of the clergy they will be able to hold 
out for some time.
